Park jail and stormed the doors in a 
vain effort to drag the prisoner from 
his cell. 
Negro Keeps His Nerve. 
Asbury Park resumed its wonted 
calm, although there was a busy time 
at police headquarters, where several 
witnesses were Examined The offer of 
$500 reward by the city council ha-' 
brought a coterie of amateur sleuths 
to the scene. The most amazing Tea 
tare of the tragedy is the phenomenal 
calm of the negro suspect who. though 
put through a grilling examination and 
confronted with the body of his vic­ 
tim and made to swear his innocence 
with his hand on the child's hea*’. 
never once lost his nerve nor 
he 
deviated in any important dei a. 
oui 
the statement he first made to Ch * 
of Police Smith. 
Nevertheless Bin* 
Diamond is lying. He has been ('aug it 
lying, but obstinately stands to ais 
story, which has been punctured by 
the police in many of its vita! phases 
The latest

against Williams was secured in the

TO MOVE STATE PRISONS 


Will Ask Legislature to Build Peniten­ 
tiaries In Country. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. IG.—A speech 
by John Francies, warden of the west 
era penitentiary, before the stab board 
of charities, in which he asked that 
the eastern and western penitentiaries 
be consolidated, brought forth a state­ 
ment from Francis J. Torrance, presi­ 
dent of ttie board, that he would intro­ 
duce a bill into the next legislature to 
have botti the eastern and western 
penitentiaries moved from Philadel­ 
phia and Pittsburg to rural districts. 
Consumption in the penitentiaries is 
supposed to be due to their situation 
and prison managers think coalitions 
would be greatly remedied if the penal 
institutions were In the country. Mr. 
Torrance said the proposition to move 
the m nitentiaries would be strongly 
supported. 
No action was taken on the speech
